Farm ers who lease their 'and o:

ernment's claim on the cran to be 
grown will have priority over their 
own claim 
This fact alone Is ex­ 
pected to prove a handicap for ten ­

The questionnaire

ing a description of the acreage oil 
which the crop is to be grown, a list 
of all the indebtedness of the farm ­ 
er. his other occupations and sources 
of income, and the type of crop he 
is planning to grow 
Low' Interest Rate 
The application must then be ap­ 
proved by the county committee 
and forwarded for action to W ash­ 
ington. 
The advantage of the crop loons 
to the farmers, as was pointed c d 
bv Mr. Hartman, is the fact that the 
looney can be oorrow'ed at the rate 
of a percent Interest per year. 
In case of iallure to pay the loan. 
the government may take the crop 
and if the government feel.; that 
any time, the farm er 13 not taking 
\ proper care of the crop on which 
the loan is based, it reserves the 
light to step in and take over the 
care of the crop. The crops taaen 
over for default will be sold at pub­ 
lic auction to satisfy ti e loan.
